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PREFACE. 


THIS  book  was  originally  prepared,  by  re- 
quest, for  the  Chapel  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, where  it  is  now  in  use.  It  has  been  revised 
and  enlarged,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  supply  a 
real  need  in  the  religious  services  of  other  col- 
leges and  schools,  and  of  churches  which  desire 
to  make  the  responsive  reading  of  Scripture  a 
brief,  simple,  and  profitable  part  of  Common 
Worship. 

The  selections  have  been  made  and  arranged 
with  the  following  objects  in  view :  To  give  a 
wider  range  to  the  service  by  including  appro- 
priate passages  for  anti phonal  reading  from  all 
parts  of  the  Bible  ;  to  omit  the  imprecatory 
Psalms ;  to  make  each  selection  complete  in 
itself,  with  a  central  thought,  and  not  to  attempt 
a  mosaic  of  disconnected  passages  ;  to  divide 
the  verses  only  when  it  helps  to  make  the  mean- 
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ing  clear  and  to  keep  the  portion  read  by  the 
people  from  being  too  long ;  to  vary  the  length 
of  the  selections  so  that  it  may  be  easy  to  find 
one  to  fit  a  short  service  when  necessary;  and 
to  arrange  the  readings  in  relation  to  the  great 
truths  of  religion,  so  that  they  may  be  instruc- 
tive and  helpful  to  faith  and  life. 

The  Lord's  Prayer,  The  Apostles'  Creed, 
and  the  Ten  Commandments  have  been  in- 
cluded in  the  book ;  a  response  to  be  sung  after 
the  Commandments,  and  a  doxology  for  use  at 
the  close  of  the  Responsive  Readings,  have 
been  added  for  those  who  may  wish  to  have 
these  forms  of  worship  in  a  single  volume.  It  is 
sent  forth  with  the  sincere  petition  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  of  liberty  and  order  may  make  it  of 
service

*f*  And  there  he  maketh  the  hungry  to 
dwell,  that  they  may  prepare  a  city  for 
habitation ; 

And  sow  the  fields,  and  plant  vineyards, 
which  may  yield  fruits  of  increase.

Having  abolished  in  his  flesh  the  enmity, 
even  the  law  of  commandments  contaiiicd 
in  ordinances  :  for  to  make  in  himself  of 
twain  one  new  man,  so  making  peace ;

^  And  are  built  upon  the  foundation  of 
apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  him- 
self being  the  chief  CQ)XX\Q.x-stone  ; 

In  whom  all  the  building  fitly  framed  to- 
gether, groweth  unto  an  holy  temple  in  the 
Lord  : 

^  In  whom  ye  also  are  builded  together, 
for  an  habitation  of  God  through  the 
Spirit. 

Ephesians  ii.  11-22. 
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Thejoyofthc  Whole  Earth. 

r^  RE  AT  is  the  Lord,  and  greatly  to  be 
^^J"  praised  in  the  city  of  our  God,  /;/ 
the  mountain  of  his  holiness. 

^  Beautiful  for  situation,  the  joy  of  the 
whole  earth,  is  mount  Zion,  on  the  sides  of 
the  north,  the  city  of  the  great  king. 

God  is  known  in  her  palaces  for  a  refuge. 
^  For,    lo,    the   kings    were    assembled, 
they  passed  by  together. 

They  saw  it,  a?id so  they  marvelled  ;  they 
were  troubled,  and  hasted  away. 

*h  Fear  took  hold  upon  them  there,  and 
pain,  as  of  a  woman  in  travail. 

Thou  breakest  the  ships  of  Tarshish  with 
an  east  wind. 

*h  As  we  have  heard,  so  have  we  seen  in 
the  city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  in  the  city 
of  our  God  :  God  will  establish  it  for  ever. 

We  have  thought  of  thy  loving-kindness, 
O  God,  in  the  midst  of  thy  temple. 

^  According  to  thy  name,  O  God,  so  is 
thy  praise  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth  :  thy 
right  hand  is  full  of  righteousness. 
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Let  mount  Zion  rejoice,  let  the  daugh- 
ters of  Judah  be  glad,  because  of  thy 
judgments. 

^  Walk  about  Zion,  and  go  round  about 
her:  tell  the  towers  thereof. 

Mark  ye  well  her  bulwarks,  consider  her 
palaces ;  that  ye  may  tell  it  to  the  genera- 
tion following. 

'^  For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and 
ever  :  he  will  be  our  guide  even  unto  death.

Strengthen  ye  the  weak  hands,  and  con- 
firm the  feeble  knees. 

Hh  Say  to  them  that  are  of  a  fearful  heart.

^  Then  the  eyes  of  the  blind  shall  be 
opened,  and  the  ears  of  the  deaf  shall  be 
unstopped.

FOR  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for 
righteousness  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth.

That  the  man 
which  doeth  those  things  shall  live  by 
them. 

But  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith 
speaketh  on  this  wise,  Say  not  in  thine 
heart,  Who  shall  ascend  into  heaven  }  (that 
is,  to  bring  Christ  down  from  above :)

^  Or,  who  shall  descend  mto  the  deep  ? 
(that  is,  to  brmg  up  Christ  again  from  the 
dead.) 

But  what  saith  it  ?  The  word  is  nigh 
thee,  cvLii  in  thy  mouth,  and  in  thy  heart : 
that  is,  the  word  of  faith,  which  we 
preach  : 

*^  That  if  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in 
thine  heart  that  God  hath  raised  him  from 
the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved. 

For  with  the  heart  man  believeth  unto 
righteousness ;  and  with  the  mouth  con- 
fession is  made  unto  salvation. 

'^  For  the  Scripture  saith,  Whosoever 
believeth  on  him  shall  not  be  ashamed. 

For  there  is  no  difference  between  the 
Jew  and  the  Greek :  for  the  same  Lord 
over  all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call  upon 
him. 

^  For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved. 

How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in 
whom  they  have  not  believed  .''  and  how 
shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard }  and  how  shall  they  hear 
without  a  preacher  } 
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*h  And  how  shall  they  preach,  except 
they  be  sent  ?  as  it  is  written,  How  beauti- 
ful are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the 
gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of 
good  things !

TJie  Invitation. 

HO,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye 
to  the  waters,  and  he  that  hath  no 
money ;  come  ye,  buy,  and  eat ;

Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  tJiat 
zvhich  is  not  bread  ?  and  your  labour  for 
that  zvhich  satisfieth  not  ? 

*h  Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat 
ye  that  zvhich  is  good,  and  let  your  soul 
delight  itself  in  fatness. 

Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me : 
hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live ; 

*b  And  I  will  make  an  everlasting  cove- 
nant with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies  of 
David. 

Behold,  I  have  given  him/<?r  a  witness 
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to  the  people,  a  leader  and  commander  to 
the  people. 

•^  Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a  nation  that 
thou  knowest  not,  and  nations  that  knew 
not  thee  shall  run  unto  thee  because  of  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  for  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel ;  for  he  hath  glorified  thee. 

Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found, 
call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near:  let  the 
wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unright- 
eous man  his  thoughts  : 

*h  And  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord, 
and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him ;  and  to 
our  God,  for  he  will  abundantly  pardon. 

For  my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts, 
neither  are  your  ways  my  ways,  saith  the 
Lord. 

*h  ¥oY  as  the  heavens  are  higher  than 
the  earth,  so  are  my  ways  higher  than 
your  ways,  and  my  thoughts  than  your 
thoughts. 

For  as  the  rain  cometh  down,  and  the 
snow  from  heaven,  and  returneth  not 
thither,  but  watereth  the  earth,  and  maketh 
it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that  it  may  give 
seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater : 

*h  So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth 
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out  of  my  mouth  :  it  shall  not  return  unto 
me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish  that  which 
I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the  thing 
whereto  I  sent  it. 

For  ye  shall  go  out  with  joy,  and  be  led 
forth  with  peace  : 

^  The  mountains  and  the  hills  shall 
break  forth  before  you  into  singing,  and 
all  the  trees  of  the  field  shall  clap  tJieir 
hands. 

Instead  of  the  thorn  shall  come  up  the 
fir  tree,  and  instead  of  the  brier  shall  come 
up  the  myrtle  tree : 

^  And  it  shall  be  to  the  Lord  for  a 
name,  for  an  everlasting  sign  tJiat  shall  not 
be  cut  off.

X. 

THE  SPIRIT  OF  LIFE. 

The  Spirit  Beareth  Witness. 

THE  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with 
our  spirit,  that  we  are  the  children 
of  God  :  and  if  children,  then  heirs ;  heirs 
of  God,  and  joint-heirs  of  Christ ; 

^  If  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that 
we  may  be  also  glorified  together. 

For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this 
present  time  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared 
with  the  glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us. 

Hh  For  the  earnest  expectation  of  the 
creature  waiteth  for  the  manifestation  of 
the  sons  of  God. 

For  the  creature  was  made  subject  to 
vanity,  not  willingly,  but  by  reason  of  him 
who  hath  subjected  the  same  in  hope, 

^  Because  the  creature  itself  also  shall  be 
delivered  from  the  bondage  of  corruption 
into  the  glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of 
God. 
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For  we  know  that  the  whole  creation 
groaneth  and  travaileth  in  pain  together 
until  now. 

•^  And  not  only  tJiey,  but  ourselves  also, 
which  have  the  firstfruits  of  the  Spirit, 
even  we  ourselves  groan  within  ourselves, 
waiting  for  the  adoption,  to  ivit,  the  re- 
demption of  our  body. 

For  we  are  saved  by  hope :  but  hope 
that  is  seen  is  not  hope  :  for  what  a  man 
seeth,  why  doth  he  yet  hope  for  '^ 

*h  But  if  we  hope  for  that  we  see  not, 
t/ieji  do  we  with  patience  wait  for  it. 

Likewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  in- 
firmities :  for  we  know  not  what  we  should 
pray  for  as  we  ought : 

*h  But  the  Spirit  itself  maketh  interces- 
sion for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot 
be  uttered. 

And  he  that  searcheth  the  hearts  know- 
eth  what  is  the  mind  of  the  Spirit,  because 
he  maketh  intercession  for  the  saints  ac- 
cording to  the  IV ill  ^  God. 

^  And  we  know  that  all  things  work  to- 
gether for  good  to  them  that  love  God,  to 
them  who  are  the  called  according  to  his 
purpose. 

Romans  viii.  16-28. 
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The  Law  of  The  Spirit. 

THERE  is  therefore  now  no  condem- 
nation to  them  which  are  in  Christ 
Jesus,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but 
after  the  Spirit. 

>^  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in 
Christ  Jesus  hath  made  me  free  from  the 
law  of  sin  and  death. 

For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that 
it  was  weak  through  the  flesh,  God  send- 
ing his  own  Son  in  the  likeness  of  sinful 
flesh,  and  for  sin,  condemned  sin  in  the 
flesh  : 

Hh  That  the  righteousness  of  the  law 
might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  after 
the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit. 

For  they  that  are  after  the  flesh  do  mind 
the  things  of  the  flesh  ;  but  they  that  are 
after  the  Spirit  the  things  of  the  Spirit. 

•^  For  to  be  carnally  minded  is  death  ;  but 
to  be  spiritually  minded  is  life  and  peace. 

Because  the  carnal  mind  is  enmity 
against  God  :  for  it  is  not  subject  to  the  law 
of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be. 
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"^  So  then  they  that  are  in  the  flesh 
cannot  please  God. 

But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the 
Spirit,  if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwell 
in  you. 

>b  Now  if  any  man  have  not  the  Spirit 
of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. 

And  if  Christ  be  in  you,  the  body  is  dead 
because  of  sin ; 

*b  But  the  Spirit  is  life  because  of  right- 
eousness. 

But  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up 
Jesus  from  the  dead  dwell  in  you,  he  that 
raised  up  Christ  from  the  dead  shall  also 
quicken  your  mortal  bodies  by  his  Spirit 
that  dwelleth  in  you. 

Romans  viii.  i-ii. 


(II;igl)tv^=fourtt)  ^election* 

The  Ministration  of  the  Spirit. 

BUT  if  the  ministration  of  death,  written 
and  engraven  in  stones,  was  glori- 
ous, so  that  the  children  of  Israel  could 
not  steadfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses 
for  the  glory  of  his  countenance ;  which 
glory  was  to  be  done  away: 
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'^  How  shall  not  the  mmistration  of  the 
spirit  be  rather  glorious  ? 

For  if  the  ministration  of  condemnation 
be  glory,  much  more  doth  the  ministration 
of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory. 

*^  For  even  that  which  was  made  glori- 
ous had  no  glory  in  this  respect,  by  reason 
of  the  glory  that  excelleth. 

For  if  that  which  is  done  away  was 
glorious,  much  more  that  which  remaineth 
is  glorious, 

^  Seeing  then  that  we  have  such  hope, 
we  use  great  plainness  of  speech  : 

And  not  as  Moses,  wJiicJi  put  a  vail  over 
his  face,  that  the  children  of  Israel  could 
not  steadfastly  look  to  the  end  of  that 
which  is  abolished : 

"^  But  their  minds  were  blinded  : 

For  until  this  day  remaineth  the  same 
vail  untaken  away  in  the  reading  of  the 
old  testament ;  which  vail  is  done  away  in 
Christ. 

"^  But  even  unto  this  day,  when  Moses 
is  read,  the  vail  is  upon  their  heart. 

Nevertheless,  when  it  shall  turn  to  the 
Lord,  the  vail  shall  be  taken  away. 

^  Now   the    Lord    is   that    Spirit :    and 
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where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is,  there  is 
liberty. 

But  we  all,  with  open  face  beholding 
as  in  a  glass  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  are 
changed  into  the  same  image  from  glory  to 
glory,  even  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 

2  Corinthians  iii.  7-18. 

TJie  Fniits  of  tJie  Spirit. 

OR,  brethren,  ye  have  been  called 
unto  liberty  ;  only  nse  not  liberty  for 
an  occasion  to  the  flesh,  but  by  love  serve 
one  another. 

^  For  all  the  law  is  fulfilled  in  one  word, 
even  in  this ;  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour 
as  thyself. 

But  if  ye  bite  and  devour  one  another, 
take  heed  that  ye  be  not  consumed  one  of 
another. 

^  This  I  say  then.  Walk  in  the  Spirit, 
and  ye  shall  not  fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh. 

For  the  flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit, 
and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh  :  and  these 
are  contrary  the  one  to  the  other ;  so  that 
ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye  would. 
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>b  But  if  ye  be  led  of  the  Spirit,  ye  are 
not  under  the  law. 

Now  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest, 
which  are  tJiesc,  Adultery,  fornication,  un- 
cleanness,  lasciviousness, 

^  Idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  variance, 
emulations,  wrath,  strife,  seditions,  here- 
sies, 

Envyings,  murders,  drunkenness,  revel- 
lings,  and  such  like  :  of  the  which  I  tell  you 
before,  as  I  have  also  told  you.  in  time  past, 
that  they  which  do  such  things  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Hh  But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy, 
peace,  longsuffering,  gentleness,  goodness, 
faith,  meekness,  temperance  : 

Against  such  there  is  no  law.  And  they 
that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh 
with  the  affections  and  lusts. 

"^  If  we  live  in  the  Spirit,  let  us  also 
walk  in  the  Spirit. 

Galatians  v.  13-25. 
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TJie  Unity  of  the  Spirit. 

OW  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but 
the  same  Spirit. 

Hh  And  there  are  differences  of  adminis- 
trations, but  the  same  Lord. 

And  there  are  diversities  of  operations, 
but  it  is  the  same  God  which  worketh  all 
in  all. 

"^  But  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is 
given  to  every  man  to  profit  withal. 

For  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the 
word  of  wisdom  ;  to  another  the  word  of 
knowledge  by  the  same  Spirit ; 

^  To  another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit ; 
to  another  the  gifts  of  healing  by  the  same 
Spirit ; 

To  another  the  working  of  miracles ;  to 
another  prophecy ;  to  another  discerning 
of  spirits  ;  to  another  divers  kinds  of 
tongues  ;  to  another  the  interpretation  of 
tongues  : 

"^  But  all  these  worketh  that  one  and 
the  selfsame  Spirit,  dividing  to  every  man 
severally  as  he  will. 
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For  as  the  body  is  one,  and  hath  many 
members,  and  all  the  members  of  that  one 
body,  being  many,  are  one  body :  so  also  is 
Christ. 

^  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized 
into  one  body,  whether  ive  be  Jews  or  Gen- 
tiles, whether  zve  be  bond  or  free  ;  and  have 
been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit. 

Tliere  is  one  body,  and  one  Spirit,  even 
as  ye  are  called  in  one  hope  of  your  calling  ; 

^  One  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism. 

One  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is  above 
all,  and  through  all,  and  in  you  all. 

I  Corinthians  xii.  4-13  ;  Ephesians  iv.  4-6. 


XI. 

TRUE   RELIGION. 

The  Fast  that  God  hath  CJioscn. 

CRY  aloud,  spare  not,  lift  up  thy  voice 
'  like  a  trumpet,  and  shew  my  people 
their  transgression,  and  the  house  of  Jacob 
their  sins. 

^  Yet  they  seek  me  daily,  and  dehght  to 
know  my  ways,  as  a  nation  that  did  right- 
eousness, and  forsook  not  the  ordinance  of 
their  God  : 

They  ask  of  me  the  ordinances  of  justice; 
they  take  delight  in  approaching  to  God. 

*b  Wherefore  have  we  fasted,  say  they, 
and  thou  seest  not }  zvJierefore  have  we

For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  die,  likewise 
the  fool  and  the  brutish  person  perish,  and 
leave  their  wealth  to  others. 

*i*  Their  inward  thought  is,  that  their 
houses  shall  continue  for  ever,  and  their 
dwelling-places  to  all  generations ;  they 
call  tJieir  lands  after  their  own  names. 

Nevertheless  man  being  in  honour  abid- 
eth  not :  he  is  like  the  beasts  tJiat  perish. 

•^  Be  not  thou  afraid  when  one  is  made 
rich,  when  the  glory  of  his  house  is  in- 
creased ; 

For  when  he  dieth  he  shall  carry  nothing 
away  :  his  glory  shall  not  descend  after  him. 

'^  Though  while  he  lived  he  blessed  his 
soul,  (and  men  will  praise  thee,  when  thou 
doest  well  to  thyself,) 

He  shall  go  to  the  generation  of  his 
fathers;  they  shall  never  see  light. 

^  Man  tJiat  is  in  honour,  and  understand- 
eth  not,  is  like  the  beasts  that  perish.

RENDER  therefore  to  all  their  dues:

^  Owe  no  man  anything,  but  to  love 
one  another :  for  he  that  loveth  another 
hath  fulfilled  the  law. 

For  this,  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 
Thou  shalt  not  kill,  Thou  shalt  not  steal, 
Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness.  Thou 
shalt  not  covet ;  and  if  tJiere  be  any  other 
commandment,  it  is  briefly  comprehended 
in  this  saying,  namely.  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself. 

^  Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neigh- 
bour:  therefore  love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the 
law. 

And  that,  knowing  the  time,  that  now  it 
is  high  time  to  awake  out  of  sleep  : 

^  For  now  is  our  salvation  nearer  than 
when  we  believed. 

The  night  is  far  spent,  the  day  is  at  hand :

let  us  therefore  cast  off  the  works  of 
darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour  of 
light. 

•^  Let  us  walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day :

and  envying. 

But  put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  make  not  provision  for  the  flesh,  to 
fulfil  the  lusts  thereof.

Remember  them  which  have  the  rule 
over  you,  who  have  spoken  unto  you  the 
word  of  God  :  whose  faith  follow,  consider- 
ing the  end  of  their  conversation  : 
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Hh  Jesus  Christ  the  same  yesterday,  and 
to-day,  and  for  ever. 

Be  not  carried  about  with  divers  and 
strange  doctrines :  for  it  is  a  good  thing 
that  the  heart  be  estabhshed  with  grace ; 
not  with  meats,  which  have  not  profited 
them  that  have  been  occupied  therein. 

•^  We  have  an  altar,  whereof  they  have 
no  right  to  eat  which  serve  the  tabernacle. 

For  the  bodies  of  those  beasts,  whose 
blood  is  brought  into  the  sanctuary  by  the 
high  priest  for  sin,  are  burned  without  the 
camp. 

^  Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that  he  might 
sanctify  the  people  with  his  own  blood, 
suffered  without  the  gate. 

Let  us  go  forth  therefore  unto  him  with- 
out the  camp,  bearing  his  reproach. 

^  For  here  have  we  no  continuing  city, 
but  we  seek  one  to  come.

^  Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant 
it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity ! 

It  is  like  the  precious  ointment  upon 
the  head,  that  ran  down  upon  the  beard, 
even  Aaron's  beard :  that  went  down  to 
the  skirts  of  his  garments ; 

^  As  the  dew  of  Hermon,  and  as  the 
deiv  that  descended  upon  the  mountains 
of  Zion  :  for  there  the  Lord  commanded 
the  blessing,  even  life  for  evermore. 

Psalm  cxxii.  1-9 ;  cxxxiii.  1-3. 


Unity  in  Christ. 

I  THEREFORE,  the  prisoner  of  the 
Lord,  beseech  you  that  ye  walk  wor- 
thy of  the  vocation  wherewith  ye  are

^  With  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with 
long-suffering,  forbearing  one  another  in 
love; 
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Endeavouring  to  keep  the  unity  of  the 
Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace. 

^  TJierc  is  one  body,  and  one  Spirit, 
even  as  ye  are  called  in  one  hope  of  your 
calling. 

But  unto  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace 
according  to  the  measure  of  the  gift  of 
Christ. 

*b  Wherefore  he  saith,  When  he  as- 
cended up  on  high,  he  led  captivity 
captive,   and  gave  gifts  unto  men. 

Now  that  he  ascended,  what  is  it  but 
that  he  also  descended  first  into  the  lower 
parts  of  the  earth  } 

•^  He  that  descended  is  the  same  also 
that  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens, 
that  he  might  fill  all  things. 

And  he  gave  some,  apostles ;  and  some, 
prophets ;  and  some,  evangelists ;  and 
some,  pastors  and  teachers  ; 

*b  For  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying 
of  the  body  of  Christ : 

Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God, 
unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of 
the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ : 
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*b  That  we  hcncefortJi  be  no  more  chil- 
dren, tossed  to  and  fro,-  and  carried  about 
with  every  wind  of  doctrine. 

By  the  sleight  of  men,  and  cunning 
craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in  wait  to 
deceive  : 

^  But  speaking  the  truth  in  love,  may 
grow  up  into  him  in  all  things,  which  is 
the  head,  even  Christ : 

From  whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined 
together  and  compacted  by  that  which 
every  joint  supplieth,  according  to  the 
effectual  working  in  the  measure  of  every 
part,  maketh  increase  of  the  body  unto  the 
edifying  of  itself  in  love.

TJlc  Greatest  of  These  is  Charity. 

THOUGH  I  speak  with  the  tongues 
of  men  and  of  angels,  and  have  not 
charity,  I  am  become  as  sounding  brass  or 
a  tinkling  cymbal. 

^  And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  proph- 
ecy, and  understand  all  mysteries,  and  all 
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knowledge ;  and  though  I  have  all  faith, 
so  that  I  could  remove  mountains,  and 
have  not  charity,   I  am  nothing.

^  Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind ;

itself,  is  not  puffed  up. 

Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seek- 
eth  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked, 
thinketh  no  evil ; 

Hh  Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth 
in  the  truth  ; 

Beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things, 
hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things. 

^  Charity  never  faileth  : 

But  whether  there  be  prophecies,  they 
shall  fail ;  whether  tJiere  be  tongues,  they 
shall  cease ;  whether  there  be  knowledge, 
it  shall  vanish  away. 

^  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  proph- 
esy in  part. 

But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come, 
then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be  done 
away. 
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^  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a 
child,  I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought 
as  a  child : 

But  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away 
childish  things. 

"^  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass, 
darkly ;  but  then  face  to  face  : 

Now  I  know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I 
know  even  as  also  I  am  known. 

•^  And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity, 
these  three ;  but  the  greatest  of  these  is 
charity.

Love  is  of  God. 

BELOVED,   let  us  love  one  another: 
for  love  is  of  God  ;  and  every  one  that 
loveth  is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth  God.

In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God 
toward  us,  because  that  God  sent  his  only 
begotten  Son  into  the  world,  that  we  might 
live  through  him.

^  And  we  have  seen  and  do  testify  that 
the  Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour 
of  the  world. 

Whosoever  shall  confess  that  Jesus  is 
the  Son  of  God,  God  dwelleth  in  him,  and 
he  in  God. 

^  And  we  have  known  and  believed  the 
love  that  God  hath  to  us. 

God  is  love ;  and  he  that  dwelleth  in 
love  dwelleth  in  God,  and  God  in  him. 

*^  Herein  is  our  love  made  perfect,  that 
we  may  have  boldness  in  the  day  of  judg- 
ment :  because  as  he  is,  so  are  we  in  this 
world. 

There  is  no  fear  in  love ;  but  perfect 
love  casteth  out  fear :   because  fear  hath 
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torment.  He  that  feareth  is  not  made 
perfect  in  love. 

•i^  We  love  him,  because  he  first  loved 
us. 

If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth  his 
brother,  he  is  a  liar:  for  he  that  loveth 
not  his  brother,  whom  he  hath  seen,  how 
can  he  love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen  1 

•^  And  this  commandment  have  we  from 
him.  That  he  who  loveth  God,  love  his 
brother  also.

^  Distributing  to  the  necessity  of  saints  ; 
given  to  hospitality. 

Bless  them  which  persecute  you :  bless, 
and  curse  not. 

"^  Rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice,  and 
weep  with  them  that  weep. 

Be  of  the  same  mind  one  toward  another. 
Mind  not  high  things,  but  condescend  to 
men  of  low  estate.  Be  not  wise  in  your 
own  conceits. 

^  Recompense  to  no  man  evil  for  evil. 
Provide  things  honest  in  the  sight  of  all 
men. 

If  it  be  possible,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you, 
live  peaceably  with  all  men. 

•^  Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  yourselves, 
but  rather  give  place  unto  wrath  :  for  it  is 
written.  Vengeance  is  mine ;  I  will  repay, 
saith  the  Lord. 

Therefore  if  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed 
him  ;  if  he  thirst,  give  him  drink  :  for  in  so 
doing  thou  shalt  heap  coals  of  fire  on  his 
head. 

*h  Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome

MY  little  children,  these  things  write  I 
unto  you,  that  ye  sin  not.

*b  And  he  is  the  propitiation  for  our 
sins :  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also  for 
tJie  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

And  hereby  we  do  know  that  we  know 
him,  if  we  keep  his  commandments. 

^h  He  that  saith,  I  know  him,  and  keep- 
eth  not  his  commandments,  is  a  liar,  and 
the  truth  is  not  in  him. 

But  whoso  keepeth  his  word,  in  him 
verily  is  the  love  of  God  perfected : 
hereby  know  we  that  we  are  in  him. 

►t  He  that  saith  he  abideth  in  him, 
ought  himself  also  so  to  walk,  even  as  he 
walked. 

Brethren,  I  write  no  new  commandment 
unto  you,  but  an  old  commandment  which 
ye  had  from  the  beginning :

WHEREFORE,  holy  brethren,  par- 
takers -of  the  heavenly  calling, 
consider  the  Apostle  and  High  Priest  of 
our  profession,  Christ  Jesus ; 

*h  Who  was  faithful  to  him  that  ap- 
pointed him,  as  also  Moses  zvas  faithful 
in  all  his  house. 
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For  this  man  was  counted  worthy  of 
more  glory  than  Moses,  inasmuch  as  he 
who  hath  builded  the  house,  hath  more 
honour  than  the  house. 

^  For  every  house  is  builded  by  some 
man  ;  but  he  that  built  all  things  is  God. 

And  Moses  verily  was  faithful  in  all  his 
house,  as  a  servant,  for  a  testimony  of 
those .  things  which  were  to  be  spoken 
after : 

*b  But  Christ  as  a  Son  over  his  own 
house :  whose  house  are  we,  if  we  hold 
fast  the  confidence,  and  the  rejoicing  of 
the  hope  firm  unto  the  end. 

Wherefore,  as  the  Holy  Ghost  saith,  To- 
day if  ye  will  hear  his  voice, 

^  Harden  not  your  hearts,  as  in  the 
provocation,  in  the  day  of  temptation  in 
the  wilderness  : 

When  your  fathers  tempted  me,  proved 
me,  and  saw  my  works  forty  years. 

^  Wherefore  I  was  grieved  with  that 
generation,  and  said,  They  do  always  err 
in  their  heart ;  and  they  have  not  known 
my  ways. 

So  I  sware  in  my  wrath,  They  shall  not 
enter  into  my  rest. 
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^  Take  heed,  brethren,  lest  there  be  m 
any  of  you  an  evil  heart  of  unbelief,  in 
departing  from  the  living  God. 

But  exhort  one  another  daily,  while  it  is 
called  To-day  ;  lest  any  of  you  be  hardened 
through  the  deceitfulness  of  sin. 

»J<  For  we  are  made  partakers  of  Christ, 
if  we  hold  the  beginning  of  our  confidence 
steadfast  unto  the  end.

THE   RISEN   LIFE. 


Noiv  is  Christ  Risen  from  the  Dead. 

F  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope  in  Christ, 
we  are  of  all  men  most  miserable. 

"^  But  now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead, 
and  become  the  firstfruits  of  them  that 
slept. 

For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man 
came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

Hh  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 

But  every  man  in  his  own  order :  Christ 
the  firstfruits ; 

Hh  Afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at 
his  coming. 

Then  cometJi  the  end,  when  he  shall 
have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to  God, 
even  the  Father; 
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Hh  When  he  shall  have  put  clown  all  rule 
and  all  authority  and  power. 

For  he  must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all 
enemies  under  his  feet. 

^  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed 
is  death. 

For  he  hath  put  all  things  under  his 
feet. 

^  But  when  he  saith  all  things  are  put 
under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he  is  ex- 
cepted, which  did  put  all  things  under 
him. 

And  when  all  things  shall  be  subdued 
unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself 
be  subject  unto -him  that  put  all  things 
under  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in  all.

Risen  zvitJi  Christ. 

IF  ye   then    be    risen  with  Christ,  seek 
those  things  which  are  above,  where 
Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God. 

*h  Set  your  affection  on  things  above,  not 
on  things  on  the  earth. 
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For  ye  are  dead,  and  your  life  is  hid 
with  Christ  in  God. 

Hr"  When  Christ,  ivJio  is  our  life,  shall 
appear,  then  shall  ye  also  appear  with  him 
in  glory. 

Mortify  therefore  your  members  which 
are  upon  the  earth ;  fornication,  uncleanness, 
inordinate  affection,  evil  concupiscence,  and 
covetousness,  which  is  idolatry : 

^  For  which  things'  sake  the  wrath  of 
God  Cometh  on  the  children  of  disobedi- 
ence : 

In  the  which  ye  also  walked  sometime, 
when  ye  lived  in  them. 

^  But  now  ye  also  put  off  all  these  ; 
anger,  wrath,  malice,  blasphemy,  filthy 
communication  out  of  your  mouth. 

Lie  not  one  to  another,  seeing  that  ye 
have  put  off  the  old  man  with  his  deeds ; 

>b  And  have  put  on  the  new  man,  which 
is  renewed  in  knowledge  after  the  image 
of  him  that  created  him  : 

Where  there  is  neither  Greek  nor  Jew, 
circumcision  nor  uncircumcision.  Barba- 
rian, Scythian,  bond  nor  free  : 

^  But  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all. 

Put   on   therefore,  as  the  elect   of  God, 
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holy  and  beloved,  bowels  of  mercies,  kind- 
ness, humbleness  of  mind,  meekness,  long- 
suffering  ; 

'^  Forbearing  one  another  and  forgiving 
one  another,  if  any  man  have  a  quarrel 
against  any :  even  as  Christ  forgave  you, 
so  also  do  ye. 

And  above  all  these  things  p7it  on  charity, 
which  is  the  bond  of  perfectness. 

^  And  let  the  peace  of  God  rule  in  your 
hearts,  to  the  which  also  ye  are  called  in 
one  body  ;  and  be  ye  thankful. 

Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you 
richly  in  all  wisdom ;  teaching  and  ad- 
monishing one  another  in  psalms  and 
hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singing  with 
grace  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord. 

^  And  whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or 
deed,  do  all  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
giving  thanks  to  God  and  the  Father  by 
him.

In  Newness  of  Life. 

WHAT  shall  we  say  then  ?  Shall  we 
continue  in  sin,  that  grace  may 
abound  ? 

^  God  forbid.  How  shall  we,  that  are 
dead  to  sin,  live  any  longer  therein  ? 

Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were 
baptized  into  Jesus  Christ  were  baptized 
into  his  death  ? 

^  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by 
baptism  into  death : 

That  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from 
the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father, 
even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness 
of  life. 

*^  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together 
in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be 
also  ill  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection  : 

Knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is  cruci- 
fied with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin  might 
be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  should 
not  serve  sin. 

*h  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin. 
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Now  if  we  be  dead  with  Christ,  we  be- 
lieve that  we  shall  also  live  with  him  : 

^  Knowing  that  Christ  being  raised  from 
the  dead  dieth  no  more ;  death  hath  no 
more  dominion  over  him. 

For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin 
once :  but  in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto 
God.

A  Lively  LLope. 

BLESSED  he  the  God  and  Father  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  accord-

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That  the  trial  of  your  faith,  being  much 
more  precious  than  of  gold  that  perisheth, 
though  it  be  tried  with  fire,  might  be  found 
unto  praise  and  honour  and  glory  at  the 
appearing  of  Jesus  Christ : 

^  Whom,  having  not  seen,  ye  love ;  in 
whom,  though  now  ye  see  Jmn  not,  yet 
believing,  ye  rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable 
and  full  of  glory  : 

Receiving  the  end  of  your  faitH,  even 
the  salvation  of  yotw  souls. 

"^  Now  unto  the  King,  eternal,  immortal, 
invisible,  the  only  wise  God,  be  honour  and 
glory  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen.

The  Victory  over  DeatJi. 

NOW  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh 
and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  king- 
dom of  God  ;  neither  doth  corruption  in- 
herit incorruption. 

^  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery  ;  We 
shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed, 
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In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye, 
at  the  last  trump  :  for  the  trumpet  shall 
sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incor- 
ruptible, and  we  shall  be  changed. 

^  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incor- 
ruption,  and  this  mortal  urnst  put  on  im- 
mortality. 

So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have 
put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought 
to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written.  Death  is 
swallowed  up  in  victory. 

^  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting  .?  O  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory .'' 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin ;  and  the 
strength  of  sin  is  the  law. 

^  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth 
us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye 
steadfast,  unmovable,  always  abounding  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye 
know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord,

Our  House  WJiieh  is  from  Heaven. 

FOR  we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house 
of  tJiis  tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we 
have  a  building  of  God,  an  house  not  made 
with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens. 

"^  For  in  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desir- 
ing to  be  clothed  upon  with  our  house 
which  is  from  heaven  : 

If  so  be  that  being  clothed  we  shall  not 
be  found  naked. 

^  For  we  that  are  in  tJiis  tabernacle  do 
groan,  being  burdened  : 

Not  for  that  we  would  be  unclothed,  but 
clothed  upon,  that  mortality  might  be 
swallowed  up  of  life. 

^  Now  he  that  hath  wrought  us  for  the 
selfsame  thing  is  God,  who  also  hath  given 
unto  us  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit. 

Therefore  ive  are  always  confident, 
knowing  that,  whilst  we  are  at  home  in  the 
body,  we  are  absent  from  the  Lord : 

►I^  (For  we  walk  by  faith,  not  by  sight :) 
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We  are  confident,  /  say,  and  v/illing 
rather  to  be  absent  from  the  body,  and  to 
be  present  with  the  Lord. 

.^Wherefore  we  labour,  that,  whether 
present  or  absent,  we  may  be  accepted  of 
him.

AFTER  this  I  beheld,  and  lo,  a  great 
multitude,  which  no  man  could  num- 
ber, of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and  peo- 
ple, and  tongues,  stood  before  the  throne, 
and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white 
robes,  and  palms  in  their  hands ;

^  And  he  said  to  me,  These  are  they 
which  came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and 
have  washed  their  robes,  and  made  them 
white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of 
God,  and  serve  him  day  and  night  in  his 
temple  :  and  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne 
shall  dwell  among  them. 

^  They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither 
thirst  any  more ;  neither  shall  the  sun 
light  on  them,  nor  any  heat. 

For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of 
the  throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead 
them  unto  living  fountains  of  waters :  and 
God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their 
eyes.

AND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new 
earth :

And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Je- 
rusalem, coming  down  from  God  out  of 
heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for 
her  husband. 

►I^And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of 
heaven,  saying.  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of 
God  is  with  men,  and  he  will  dwell  with 
them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people,  and 
God  himself  snail  be  with  them,  and  be 
their  God.

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And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun, 
neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it :  for  the 
glory  of  God  did  Hghten  it,  and  the  Lamb 
is  the  Ught  thereof. 

►t"  And  the  nations  of  them  which  are 
saved  shall  walk  in  the  light  of  it :  and  the 
kings  of  the  earth  do  bring  their  glory  and 
honour  into  it. 

And  the  gates  of  it  shall  not  be  shut  at 
all  by  day :  for  there  shall  be  no  night 
there. 

•^  And  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and 
honour  of  the  nations  into  it. 

And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it 
any  thing  that  defileth,  neither  zvhatsoever 
worketh  abomination,  or  niaketJi  a  lie ;  but 
they  which  are  written  in  the  Lamb's  book 
of  life.
